PARIS 
The United States of­ 
fered today to share with its NATO 
allies dual-purpose weapons which 
could fire either atomic warheads 
or conventional missiles. 
Although it was the first step 
In opening the U. S. atomic arsen­ 
al to member nations of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, for 
fee moment Oley were promised 
no strictly atomic arms. 
An American spokesman said U. 
I. Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson promised the other 14 na­ 
tions in the alliance the modern 
weapons and technical data to help 
develop their own “dual capacity” 
arsenals. 
The promise 
did not commit 
President Eisenhower's 
adminis­ 
tration to seek a change in the 
U. S. atomic security law which 
forbids sharing of atomic weapons 
or secrets because 
the United 
States will deliver no “atomic ale 
stents'* to its allies, the spokes­ 
man said. 
Wilson told his NATO colleagues 
the United States was prepared to 
make available promptly certain 
modern weapons and equipment 
along with technical data neces­ 
sary for their maintenance and op­ 
eration. 
U. S. troops in West Germany 
already are equipped with such 


“dual capacity” weapons, includ­ 
ing two 
squadrons of Matador 
guided missiles, 
“Honest John” 
rockets and 36 “Atomic Annie” 
cannons. 
Soon after today's meeting got 
underway, 
the NATO delegates 
named Belgian Socialist Foreign 
Minister Paul-Henri Spank as new 
NATO'secretary general, succeed­ 
ing Britain’s Lord Sir Hastings 
Ismay. A NATO spokesman said 
Spank will take over his new post 
next April.

met today with 
French Foreign Minister Christian 
Pineau and scheduled other meet­ 
ings during the day with British 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd 
and a representative of the Suez 
Canal Users Assn.

The statement said Superior, its

Patman hired Neff, a Lexing­ 
ton, Neb., lawyer, who was active 
in Iowa Nebraska, Montana, Wyo­ 
ming and South Dakota in support 
of the gas bill.

Giant Ship Heads 
For Retirement 


AT SEA ABOARD THE USS 
NEW JERSEY (UP) — The mighty 
battleship New Jersey, scarred by 
the combat of two wars, surged 
sadly northward through Atlantic 
waters today to what well may be 
her final resting place. 
The 45,000 ton warship, nearly1 
three football fields long and boast­ 
ing as much firepower as any ship 
in the world, steamed out of the 
naval base at Norfolk, Va., early 
Thursday and headed for Bayonne, 
N. J., where she will be returned 
to the mothball fleet from which 
she was called six years ago to 
help the United Nations fight the 
Communists in Korea.

He also said that if 40 per cent 
of the traffic of 7,000 cars daily 
on Route 13 here was going on 
through the city, “a by-pass would 
be justified.” 
And, Mr. McLeod stated, in event 
the state decided upon a by-pass, 
he believed the state would con­ 
trol access onto the highway. 
“Controlled access is coming," 
he stated, because: 
“(a) High percentages of acci­ 
dents at intersections and entrances 
can be reduced by controlled ac­ 
cess; and 
“(b) By controlled access you 
preserve the public’s investment in 
a highway as a highway and your 
by-pass doesn’t become a city 
street A motroist doesn’t have to 
lie continually on guard for fear 
somebody is going to pull out in 
front of him.” 
Answers Parking Question 
In answer to a question, “If an­ 
other street in Harrisburg were 
used for Route 13, could there be 
parking?” Sir. MacLeod declared 
it involved the issue of whether the 
city wanted to enter into the proj­ 
ect and pay a share of the con 
struction cost so that parking could 
be provided. 
Mr. MacLeod opened his remarks 
by explaining the proposition of 
using Poplar street for a modern­ 
ized Route 13 if the state decided 
this to be the best way to handle 
the traffic. 
In cities the size of Harrisburg, 
he said, formulas are set up to 
determine the traffic count, and 
the count here revealed that four 
lanes for moving traffic would be 
required from Granger to Com­ 
mercial. 
He said the present annual av­ 
erage traffic per day over Poplar 
from .Granger to Commercial is 
6,000 vehicles, that estimates are 
the figure will be 9,000 per day 
in 20 years. He stated the propos­ 
al on Poplar would be designed to 
handle 9,000 to 10,000 vehicles a 
day.
